other reason. However, we suppuso that 
working men liave ilic puwer lo distin- 
«uisli acts from words, like auy other 
clacks of the couiuiuuity. We wish to 
diaw Jitteiition to an amendment by Mr. 
(.'iinis to a bill proiMisi'd by Mr. H.-iw- 
ihoriith'ivaite, whii li is praclicully an ap- 
piiiatiou of the law in force in Cireat 
Britain lo Kritish Columbia. 'I'he Ijill 
has to do Willi tlie liability of employeis 
for :Mci(lenls occnrring in iiuiustrial 
■woiks surli as mines and sawmills ami 
eo forth. Tlie aaieudment proposed by 
Mr. Curtis liiiiite<l the detinitiou of u 
"uiiuc" to a mining property which em- 
I>loytHl twenty-live men or over. Now 
this bill is either u fiiir bill to empluyers 
or it is not. It citiier establishes a just 
right of employees, or it does not. If it 
does not, ilicii it sliiMild not Iji'como tiie 
law of tile laiul. If it does, there tiluulid 
be no arbitrary tlistiactioii iiiaile be- 
tween one class of employers ami an- 
other. Why should a man who cmijioys 
twenty-four men in a mine be exeuiiitcd 
ironi the provisions of tliis bill, ami iln; 
man wlio eiaphiys twenty-six iiifij be 
subject to tliemV Tiierc may be a 
difference in the cliaraitcr of the mine, 
but there is no diireroace in the cliuracter 
uf the empluymeut tio far us the miners 
are concerned, and if tliey are entitled 
to protection in the one case, so arc lliey 
in the other. Surely tile reason for .Mr. 
(Jiirlis' aiiien<imeiit cannot lie that as a 
man who makes his living by the promo- 
tion of mining companies, ns a man who 
lias Jiever in liis career been connected 
with any mine employim,' more than 
tweiity-tive men, but witli innumerable 
compiuiieH formeU tu work speculative 
prospect**, no one of whlcii has beei 
developed into a pniiluciiig mine, .Mr. 
Curtis was desiroiLs of rclii'viag such en- 
terprises from the operation of the bill. 
To accept such a conclusion would in- 
volve the idea that Mr. Curtis was ut- 
terly willunit iiriiicijile in his advocacy 
of the just claiint, of warkiny men. It 
would involve tlie decision tliat as an 
advocato of the interests of working 
men lie is an utter, unmitigated, and 
unadiilterali'd Inimbiifr. We <iii not go 
that Icuf-'lli. Wc prefer to lay the factt? 
of his action liefore working men tiieiii- 
sclves, and to permit them to form their 
own judgment ujion the character and 
principles of Mr. Smilli Curtis, the mem- 
ber for Rossland.

The preferential trade policy of the 
Ltturier government is not worldiig out 
satisfactorily. Our triide with Great 
'Britain is liciliuing from year to yor.r. 
In the ye;:r 1!H)I our trade with Great 
Britain decreased ?4, 715,400 ov< r the 
year 1900. Ohp Imports from Great 
Britain showed a dccrcnse of ?2,307,007, 
and our exports to (Jrcat Britain a do- 
cre.TSe of KIT.H-. Out <'XiKirts did 
not decrease becaiifX* (ireat Britain was 
bnying le.-ss, but because wii were selling 
less. For in many of the iirticlos where

the -decrease was specially notable in 
the- exports from Canada, a largo in- 
crease was noticeable in the imiwrte by 
Great Britain. At the same time the 
e.vports from Canada to tlie United 
States, e.^clusivo of the precious metals, 
showed also a decrease, while the im- 
ports from the United States showed .t 
very large increntie. Why is our jiolicy 
of preferential trade a failure? Mr. 
Charlton was asked this question at 
the National Reciprocity ConTontion in 
the United States after the manufac- 
turers of tliat country iiad duly con- 
gratulated lliemselves uj on tlie resulr. 
ille replied, "The Canadian tarifT against 
l!}uglaud has a rebate of 33 1-3 per cent., 
hut the goods imported from the two 
countries are di.-:>siniilar, and tlie rates of 
diit.v on the goods from lOaglaad liappcii 
lo be higher than the rates of duty on 
tlie c'.ass of goods coming from the 
United States, and the net result, the 
total duty, is almost the sam(>." Tliis 
is luil ver.v luminous, but if it lueaus 
anything at all, it means that what was 
given with one liaud was taken awny 
with the other; that it was given on 
articles which we liad to buy in (Jreat 
Brit.'iiu, make oursclvc^;, or gi) witluiut, 
and that our tariff remained high enough 
to e<Iiicate us to consume them in ever 
(leerensing (jiiiintities. If Mr. Charlton as 
(•(irrect. the prefereiu'c, so far a^ any 
adv.'Milage to Great Ilritain goes, is a 
glittering delusion. A much more serious 
matter, however. Is our largely increased 
imports from the United States paid for 
by our exports of the precious metals, 
niid the fact that these increased iiii- 
I'orts largely consist of manufactured 
Iiroduets, while our exports largely con- 
sist of crude oi-os and metals. That 
means that the mineral develoiuneiit of 
Canada, such a striking feature of our 
history during the last seven years, is 
going to feed the industry of the United 
States, nud not the industry of our own 
country. That again means that those 
of our own i)copb., the liriglitest and 
most progress! v<.'. wJio are those attracted 
to iniiustrial xmrsiiits, are drawn awa.T 
from Canada in a continuous stream. 
Xot only our we.alth, biit our vital eii- 
<Tgy, must in tills way lie drained oat 
of our ciiuatry. No political theory can, 
for a iiiomeut, obstruct the stern logic 
of facts, contained in the actual figures 
of our trade. It is only a policy of ag- 
gri'ssive national jirotectiou, whicli can 
possibly save us from this e,\haiisl fug 
drain, which is bound to limit our ex- 
pansion and eoini)ress us within the 
limits of a second rate country dependent 
upon our neighbors to the South. 

MAFEKIXtli DAY. 

Torlay is the nniiiversnry of the relief 
of Mafekiug. I^-iui at this short inter- 
val (if time it rciiairos cfiort to ri'iilizc 
the iati'usily of emotion stirred by the 
relief of .Mafeking. Strategically the 
place was of little or no importance, ti 
mere collection of corrugated iron limiscs 
in a licserl, l^xccpt as the scene of diie 
"f the most briiliaut feats of nuns in l-irit- 
ish hisiiiry, it is never likely to be heard 
of again. But. during a time of anxiety 
and stress, when the Ktuiiire was shaken 
to its core by a series of iniparallcled and 
wholly unexpected misfortunes, it lio- 
i-.iine the emblem of that grasp which 
lu'ver relaxes, of that bulldog tenacity 
which never gives up, and ns such, its 
contimu'd safe keeping the guarantee 
ultimate sui-(m>ss. 'I'lio difference made 
III iIk' actual operations in South Africa 
by the surrender of Mn'feking would 
h.ave liecu iuliaitesimal, but the differ- 
em-e in the morale not only of the trnoiis, 
but of Britoas everywhere, had it been 
given up, woiihl have been enormous. 
It was the honor of our arms which was 
in the keeping of Colonel l^aileii rciwell, 
.•Mid it c(inld not have been in better 
bauds. He was without lines of coin- 
muaicatiiiu, adequate artillery, and in 
fact everything supfiosed lo lie necessary 
in l ampaigiiiuL'. But he possessed d niiit- 
less spirit and immense resources of na- 
tive ingiuiuity. His is one of the few 
military reputations which have had lus- 
tre added to them in South .Africa, wc 
nu an iimong our leaders, because the 
courage au l endurance of tli(> army as a 
whole stood the test maguilicently. We 
■should not forget Mafeking and its gnl- 
l ut defenders torlnv.

some who are bomitl to the Yukon. 

.Mr. Le Ilunle, the governor of New 
Gi'.iiiea, shortly before leaving tli<' co - 
ony in the South Seas, made a full in- 
vestigation of the massacre of Uev. 
.lames Chalmers and itev. O. h\ Tomkilis 
by the blacks some month ago. "With the 
paity he proceeded to (Joaribari whert^ 
he «as eminently successful in estaldisii- 
iu'-' pacitic relations with tlie surrouf.d- 
ing tribes. ,\t the two villages that 
were directly concerned in the massacre, 
Mr. Le Uiinte declined to make friends 
with the jjeople. The. actual niurdcrers 
of till' Kev. .lames (.Dialmers and the 
Kev. ('. 1'". Tomkilis, who, with the mis- 
sion boys, were tile victims of tbi' crime, 
were imiiited out to the I,ieUtciiant-( i ov- 
enior. Owinu'. however, to the fact llml 
lb, i)arty had approached tbe nnliVLS 
on an ayowed pacili<' expedition. Mr. Le 
llniile did not feel jiistitied in then tak- 
ing measures to bring the culprits to 
justice. At a fnture date such action 
will be jnstifinble. No difficulty Is nnti- 
cip ite<i in the apprehension of the mur- 
derers. 

When the natives "Were nsked for n 
...,.i;vo f,.- ti.,. "i-iine tliey said that it 
hail lii'cn coniinitti'd simply iu nccordanoo 
with their ( iistoms. There Wjis, they 
s.aid. no tlnei'tht of venL'eaiioe. 'Hiey 
had ;in old custom, which was invariably 
toUowed. by whicli at the conclusion of 
the erection of a sacred house a cannibal 
fi^asi was held. Mr. Hunt, a missionary 
who accompanied the Governor's ]iartv, 
thinks that the Kev. James Chalmers 
.■Hid iiarty arriv<.d at the village when 
line of Ihe-ie fe.asis was anticipated, and 
their arrival saved the natives the troti- 
blo^ of a t ribal iTiunibal raid. 

The Lieuieiiant-lbivernor made strenu- 
ous efforts to secure the skulls Of the UIl- 
fortiiiiate ini>sioiia ries who were mur- 
dered. I'ur some lime Ins efforts were 
fruitless. The jieople of Dopinn, at 
which vilhiL-e the iii.assnrre took plaia", 
absolutely deciiaed to part with the 
skulls, .\rier much negotiation tbe party 
L'lil the services nf a native from a nei;;li- 
liorini; village, who umU'rtook to procure 
the skulls for tile Lieut eii.a nt-Governnr. 
He su.'cccdcd in L-etting' tlie skull of tho 
Uev. .Inseidi Cli.almcrs, but Ihat of Mr. 
roiiikiiis coiilil 111,1 he located, mill w.as 
believed to have l„eii t.akeii into the in- 
terior. 

"It is a cu.-.loni of the n.atives." said 
Mr. Le Ilunte. "lo ho,ird and protect 
the skulls of victims with je.aloiis care, 
in the sacred llou-^e .at Turotere. one of 
the villages concerned in the crime, 7<10 
skulls were found; nt another village 400 
^vore discovered, and in nddition quanti- 
ties of human remains." 

The skull of the Itev. James Chalmers 
'vas uiven by the Lieutennnt-Qovornor 
to Mr. Hunt, by whom. It was taken to 
Svdney on tlie missionary steamer John 
Williams. 

The Lieutcnnnt-Oovernor bas obtained 
six months' leave of absence. TMiring 
bis absence Sir Frnneis Winter, chief 
justice of the territory, will act as lieu- 
tonant-governnr. AA'hen in Sydney be- 
fore leaving on tin- Miowera, Mr. I>o 
Hiinte had a conference with Hon. K. 
Barton, premier of the r'omnion wealth, 
■mil .an underst a ndint: was arrived at for 
tho a ilmiii ist ra t ion nf the islaml. which 
it is believed will benefit both the Com- 
monwealth and New Guinea.

placing them so long as they liud funds 
ill tlieir treasury, and be perfectly free 
from iiunishiiieut for their acts. 

.Mr. Martin was frequently interrupted 
bv ilr. Curtis, who alteniiited to refute 
his statements. 

Coiitinning. Mr. Martin proiiimiiced 
the bill the most outrageous piece of 
legit:lation ever alteinpted to lie put on 
the statutes. It proposal to make in- 
tiiniclation, threats and conspiracy legal 
so tar .-IS trades iiiiious and "voluntary 
associations" were couecriied. All they 
had to do w-as to eugiigcj men to curry 
out their unlawful schemes, and they 
wiiiild wcape all respon.sihility. The 
poor men whom they might hire might 
be imnished under the criminal law, but 
the parties primarily guilty could con- 
tiiiiii- to outrage the law- aud be abso- 
lutely exempt from liability at either 
i-ivil or criminal law. There was no 
possible objeetioii ti> men eombiniug for 
their miilual protection, ami refusing to 
work except upon fair teriiis. and there 
->yiis (irtcu justiticatioii in workmen join- 
ing ill ail agreement to retrain from 
|iatriiiii/.iiig a eert.-iiii men-liaut or coiii- 
liaiiy. That wn.s a right which any iii- 
cliviihial or comhiuation of men might 
e.\ercise nt discretion and witliout offend- 
ing against the law, 

'I'lic objectionable feature of the pro- 
|)osecl bill was the I'ac-t that a iiowerful 
labor union miijht inllict untold ,liima)xo 
au'aiiist employers tliroiii,'li ii-i-c>spoiisibie 
au'ents, and escaiM- all risk of having 
their funds inailo liable for the ilamatte 
they bad caused. He was a linn believer 
in ami ;i fiiciui of I nub's union, ami it 
was as a fricinl that he opiio.s<'il this 
oiitrageniis lu-oimsal to leuislate them as 
above ami beyond reach of llio Jaw. 
Such lc>gislat inn woiilil destroy tlie use- 
fulness of the unions, iind render them 
the tyrants of employers nnd employeeti, 
it -tt-oultl wenkon instead of strengthen- 
ing their inlltience, nnd bo tli© firBt sfep 
towards their di.<!integration. (Applause.) 

Mr. Ha-wthomthwnite move<l the ad- 
journment of the debate. 

SOX(;UKKS KKSIOUVIO. 

Mr. irelmekcMi asked if the f,'"yerinncnt 
were iireiiare<l to m.-iko an aiimiuiiceiiiciit 
ro^'iircliiig till: sc'l tleiuent of the Soii.u'liees 
ri'si'i-ve'.' Ilc> uiideit^tciod the niiUter had 
been practically settled between the gov- 
ernments, and he would like to know 
what tlio provincial goveriinieut i)ropoeecl 
to do in the way of providing a new re- 
serve nnd the removal of the Indians. 

Hon, Mr. Eberts said the government 
were giving the question their serious 
consideration. They had not as yot fixed 
iilion ft new location for the I-udinns, 
and they could make no arrangements 
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for their removal until such time as they 
could secure a reserve that would be in 
every way satisfactory to the Songihees, 
who were deserving of every considera- 
tion at the hands of the government. 

The House then adjourned till 2 o'clock 
p. m. ou Monday.

I ii-res|Minsilih' tools to eoiumit breaches 
Of tlio law .'iml should be lielil ('.\|.nii»t 
j from res|ionsibjlity for the acts of their 
I creature. It w-as possible that one of 
tliese hired in wbrcakerfi mi!;lit iiiilict 
very serious damage upon a company 
or an individual, aud the iiijureil p.-irty 
woiild have absolutely no redress at c ivil 
law. It was no excuse or reason for 
this bill that the actu.tl perpetrator of 
outrage or damage might be held guilty 
■iii'ler the criminal law. the men who 
euiployccl him should bo ameuible to 
the civil li\w. In cases of conspiracy and 
iiitimiilatioii where a union engaged men 
to pi-event otliens frxim working, the 
hirelings . might , he enjoined, btit their
